ANGRY residents in the borough claim a 
lack of Covid-19 home testing kits 
means they have to travel as far as St 
Helens or Manchester to use ‘test sites’ 
- and this is “putting themselves and 
others at risk.” 

In one case, a pensioner, aged over 70, 
was ill with a number of coronavirus 
symptoms so called 119 to get a home 
testing kit, but was told there were none 
available. 

Instead, the pensioner was told to travel 
to either Haydock, Blackburn or 
Manchester to be tested at one of the 
Covid-19 testing sites. 

With the person’s family becoming 
increasingly concerned, they arranged for 
the pensioner to travel to Haydock to get 
tested. 

According to the NHS website, the 
advice for people who have no internet 
access is to call 119 in order to get a home 
testing kit. 

West Lancs MP Rosie Cooper claims she 
has been “left aghast” and claims “the sys- 
tem is forcing residents to risk themselves 
and others”. 

She is concerned that some people 
would choose to use public transport, 
which would risk spreading it to other 
people. 

The MP also believes the occasional pop- 
up testing site in West Lancashire isn’t

advertised well enough for older people in 
the community, with the main way of pro- 
moting this done through social media. 

MP Cooper said: “This is utterly scandal- 
ous. My West Lancashire constituents 
cannot get access to a test either at a 
nearby testing site or through a home kit. 

“With limited transport links across 
much of the constituency, how on earth 
are those without a car meant to get 
tested? Not that you would want those 
concerned about having Covid travelling 
on public transport anyway! 

“So if you don’t have a car, what do you 
do? You are just left to your own devices, 
maybe to show up at A&E or a walk-in 
centre putting others at risk. 


Lancashire Clinical Commissioning Group 
but couldn’t get through to anyone! They 
eventually responded 12 hours later, 
hardly the response you expect for an 
urgent issue. 

“I have now written to CCG Chief Officer 
Dr Amanda Doyle, the Chief Executive at 
Lancashire County Council and also Bar- 
oness Dido Harding, Head of NHS Test and 
Trace and Chair of the new National Insti- 
tute for Health Protection. 

“I have asked what they intend to do to 
urgently arrange so that those living in 
Skelmersdale and West Lancashire have 
access to testing. Whether they will be set- 
ting up a testing facility or at least arrange 
to have enough home tests available at all 
times! It can't be acceptable to run out of 
kits in Lancashire, an area of substantial 
risk which includes Skelmersdale. 

“I have heard there may be occasional 
pop-up testing events but how are people 
to know about this? Tweets won't speak to 
many thousands of my constituents, gen- 
erally the older, more vulnerable residents 
who might not be online or on social 
media. 

"Government and health authorities 
need to get a grip of this quickly and not 
think they can forget about West Lan- 
cashire and leave communities at risk."

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Housebuilders set 
to be investigated 
over ‘leasehold trap’ 


‘Troubling evidence’ uncovered by 
Competition and Markets Authority 
of mis-selling and unfair contracts

FOUR of the UK’s largest 
housebuilders will be 
investigated over the way they 
sold leasehold properties after 
claims that people were given 
‘unfair contract terms’. 

The Competition and Markets 
Authority (CMA) will look at Bar- 
ratt Developments, Countryside 
Properties, Persimmon Homes 
and Taylor Wimpey after “troub- 
ling evidence” was uncovered 
over the way leaseholds were 
sold. 

Buyers from across West Lan- 
cashire, as well as other parts of 
the UK, have argued that they 
were caught in a ‘leasehold trap’, 
with rising ground rents and 
unfair fees. 

The CMA has demanded 
information from the developers 
and it could end up in court. 

Andrea Coscelli, chief executive 
of the CMA, said: “It is unaccept- 
able for housing developers to 
mislead or take advantage of 
homebuyers. 

“Everyone involved in selling 
leasehold homes should take 
note: if our investigation demon- 
strates that there has been mis- 
selling or unfair contract terms, 
these will not be tolerated.” 


Freehold differences 


Someone who owns a property 
outright, including the land it is 
built on, is a freeholder. 

With a leasehold, the person 
owns a lease which gives them the

Many new build houses have been sold as leaseholds 


right to use the property. But they 
still have to get their landlord's 
permission for any work or 
changes to their homes. 

Millions of properties in Eng- 
land and Wales have been sold as 
leaseholds, with the buyer getting 
a mortgage to live in the property, 
but also having to pay ground rent 
to the owners of the freehold. 

Buyers of new homes dis- 
covered that they were tied into 
contracts that saw ground rents 
become hugely more expensive, 
with the freehold sometimes hav- 
ing been sold on to a third-party. 

Some also faced large fees when 
they planned to add an extension 
to their property or even basic 
home improvements. 

Barratt Developments, one of 
the four housebuilders named by 
the CMA, said: “The group is com- 
mitted to putting its customers 
first and will continue to co-oper- 
ate with the CMA whilst it 
completes its investigation.” 

Taylor Wimpey said it would 
continue to co-operate fully with 


the CMA and Persimmon said it 
stopped selling leasehold houses 
in 2017 where it owned the land 
freehold. 

Countryside Properties said it 
was “committed to resolving this 
issue to the satisfaction of our cus- 
tomers”. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie 
Cooper has welcomed the 
announcement from CMA, but 
she wants Redrow to also be 
investigated. 

She said: “I very much welcome 
the announcement that the Com- 
petition and Markets Authority 
are finally taking action against 
some of the biggest culprits of the 
leasehold scandal, however, I 
note the major omission of Red- 
row from the list of developers.

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Families ‘want answers’ 
as public inquiry starts 


into Manchester bombing

A LENGTHY public inquiry is now 
underway into the Manchester Arena 
terror attack as families say “we 
want answers.” 

Two of the 22 victims were Saffie 
Roussos, an eight-year-old from Ley- 
land, and 18-year-old Georgina 
Callander from Tarleton. 

The hearing began on Monday, 
September 7 and is expected to last up 
to six months as Paul Greaney QC, 
counsel to the inquiry, said there will 
be “no stone left unturned.” 

Every aspect of the attack will be 
examined, including whether it could 
have been prevented, the emergency 
response and the experiences of each 
of the 22 people who died. 

It comes more than three years after 
Salman Abedi set off a bomb at the end 
of an Ariana Grande concert, killing 
himself and 22 others. 

The parents of Saffie Roussos, Lisa 
and Andrew, spoke to the BBC ahead of 
the hearing. 

Lisa said: “I don't want to know about 
her injuries and what she went 
through. It's painful enough without 
knowing the details.” 


Referring to the way the emergency 
services responded to the attack, Lisa 
adds: “It was just complete chaos, 
nobody had a clue what to do, how to 
react. 

“It was just a complete shambles. For 
those people that did make mistakes, 
the police, fire service, MI5, for them 
to admit their mistakes I think would 
be a good thing for them, as well as 
us.” 

But the couple do have a lot of other 
questions which they want answers to. 

Andrew says the attack “could have 
been prevented, it could have been 


stopped and Saffie and the others 
could have been here with us.” 

"And that's what we want out of it,” 
he says. "To find out why there were so 
many wrongs." 

Once all the evidence has been heard 
by the inquiry which is expected to 
take up to six months, a report and 
recommendations will be issued. 

The public inquiry follows a trial in 
which a jury found Hashem Abedi 
guilty of helping his older sibling to 
plan the atrocity. 

He was jailed for at least 55 years on 
20 August for the 22 murders.

Residents told to 
take responsibility 
to prevent flooding 


Homeowners to be informed by county council it is up to THEM 
to investigate drains - and they only have 30 days to sort it out!

RESIDENTS who live in Newburgh have been told it 
is their responsibility to maintain drains because it 
runs under their properties, as the county council 
desperately looks to solve flooding problems in the 
area. 

The small village, and particularly Course Lane, has 
experienced flooding problems over the summer due 
to heavy downpours. 

Following investigations by Lancashire County 
Council (LCC), they plan to issue six letters to proper- 
ties along this section of watercourse, informing them 
of their responsibilities as ‘riparian owners’. 

Riparian water rights is a system for allocating water 
among those who possess land along its path. 

LCC believed the flooding was being caused by issues 
with the culverted watercourse running under local 
properties and gardens, meaning that while LCC have 
surveyed a section of the watercourse that runs under 
its highway and found it to be clear and functional, 
local residents would need to investigate drains on 
their own property. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper said: “West Lan- 
cashire and in particular Newburgh have again 
experienced severe flooding incidents in recent 
weeks. 

“In dealing with Lancashire County Council on the 
issue of flooding on Course Lane, they now tell me that 
as the drain runs under local properties and gardens, 
local residents are responsible for the maintenance 
and investigation of drains on their land as ‘riparian 
owners’.

“ LCC tell me the landowners now have 30 days to 
inform them that they are undertaking the required 
inspections and maintenance work. A second enforce- 
ment letter will be sent if they fail to do this.” 

Rachel Crompton, flood risk manager for Lancashire 
County Council, said: “We have investigated a problem 
with flooding to people's gardens on Course Lane after 
being contacted by residents about the issue. 

“We found that a stream which runs under a number 
of properties is being constrained at various points 
where culverts belonging to the property owners are in 
need of maintenance, often to remove debris such as 
silt which has built up around tree roots and reduced 
the capacity of the culvert. 

“We are due to write to these residents shortly to 
make them aware of the situation and ask them to get 
in touch so that we can advise on the best course of 
action to take. While it is the residents' responsibility to 
maintain the watercourse on their property this is not 
an enforcement notice. 

“We ask that they make contact with us within 30 
days of receiving the letter so we can follow up and 
move things forward where necessary.”

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West Lancs leader backs 
report on importance of 
district councils 


Clir Ian Moran voices concern over 
proposed unitary local authorities

AS the government considers the future of local 
government, the leader of West Lancashire 
Borough Council has welcomed a report which 
highlights the valuable work of district 
councils. 

One of the options that the government is look- 
ing at in its devolution and recovery white paper is 
to increase the number of larger unitary councils 
covering a wider area. 

In anticipation of the launch of the government's 
devolution and recovery white paper this month 
and following the pre-emptive bids by some 
county councils for unitaries covering their own 
council footprints, the District Councils! Network 
(DCN) has launched a new report offering its own 
alternatives. 

In Power in Place: Devolution and districts driv- 
ing our recovery' the DCN highlights the enormous 
contributions councils like West Lancs make to 
their communities. 

It says devolution should back the success of dis- 
tricts in delivery rather than re-organising into 
larger authorities. 

The report also claims that on average a single 
county unitary council would be 4.5 times less rep- 
resentative of local communities than existing 
unitary councils and five times larger than the cur- 
rent average for all councils in England. 

These councils would be larger than any found 
across the whole of Europe. 

Councillor Ian Moran, Leader of West Lancashire 


Borough Coun- 
cil, said: "This is 
a great report 
which highlights 
the huge Leader of West Lancs 
amount of work Borough Council lan Moran 
we do and 

shows how we are best placed to do this for our 
communities. 

"The plans to abolish district councils in favour 
of county unitaries are centralisation, not devolu- 
tion, and would create a ‘postcode lottery’ in the 
value of each vote. 

^We have agreed in principle to explore a Lan- 
cashire Combined Authority with other Lancashire 
councils. This would allow districts to work more 
closely together in a structured way and help 
improve economic development, skills and trans- 
port to benefit the whole county." 

The Champion reported last month how West 
Lancashire Borough Council could be abolished 
along with every other local authority in Lan- 
cashire and replaced with a combined authority 
complete with an elected mayor. 

Lancashire County Council and its Leader Geoff 
Driver revealed the plan which, he says, represent 
a 'once-in-a-generation' chance to transform the 
county. 

The county would be carved up into three 'unit- 
ary' councils covering central and southern parts 
of the county (Preston, South Ribble, Chorley and 
West Lancashire), a broad western and northern 
area (Blackpool, Wyre, Fylde, Lancaster and 
Ribble Valley) and the east (Blackburn with Dar- 
wen, Burnley, Rossendale, Hyndburn and 
Pendle).

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Foster Care 
Academy set 
up to support 
more carers 


A FOSTER Care Academy is one of a number of 
new initiatives which have been introduced to 
provide even more support and guidance in West 
Lancashire. 

The schemes have been developed by Lancashire 
County Council as part of its commitment to sup- 
port its foster carers, and to help them carry out 
their vital role. 

The academy has been set up to support new 
carers from their initial application and through 
their first year of looking after a child or young per- 
son. 

Through the academy, new foster carers will bene- 
fit from a thorough induction programme to make 
sure they are equipped with the knowledge and 
skills they need. 

A mentoring scheme is also being implemented. 
New foster carers will be allocated a mentor from 
the later stages of the assessment process to the end 
of their first year of fostering. Mentors will provide 
consistent and experienced support, and be 
someone that the new foster carer can turn to. 

Fostering communities are also being piloted in 
five areas of Lancashire. The five areas are West 
Lancashire and Chorley, Burnley and Pendle, north 
Lancashire, central Lancashire and Hyndburn, 
Rossendale and Ribble Valley. 

These involve very experienced foster carers, 
supervised by staff from the fostering team, offering 
peer support to a small group of carers. This sup- 
port will be provided to foster carers with a limited 
network of family and friends. 

County Councillor Phillippa Williamson, cabinet 
member for children, young people, and schools, 
said: “We need the support of foster carers just as 
much as ever. The council needs to find around 20 
places every week for the children and young 
people it cares for. 

“We really value our foster carers, and recognise 
the incredible impact they can make on a child or 
young person at a time when it is really needed, 
whilst also enriching their own lives. 

“We've set up and developed these initiatives to 
support our foster carers as much as we can, and to 
help them with the amazing job that they do. 
Although becoming a foster carer is exciting, we 
appreciate that it can also be challenging at times.” 

The county council is urging people who could 
change a local child's or young person's life by fos- 
tering to come forward. 

People are being asked to consider whether a 
change in their circumstances caused by the current 
Covid situation could leave them well placed to 
provide a loving home for a vulnerable young per- 
son. 

The county council is also urging anyone who has 
fostered with them in the past to think about com- 
ing forward to offer the benefit of their experience. 

It is hoped that foster carers who are currently tak- 
ing a break from fostering, and retired foster carers, 
will also come forward as they already have the 
skills and know how important fostering is for mak- 
ing a real difference to a local child's life. 

Foster carers could be asked to care for children 
and young people across a wide age range, from 
birth to 18-years-old. There's a particular need for 
foster carers who could support an older child or 
teenager who need a safe and secure home environ- 
ment through the current crisis. 

There is a generous allowance for both new and 
experienced foster carers, who can expect to receive 
between £250 and £428 per week for each child 
they care for.

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MP fears for furloughed 
workers as looming end 
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Farmageddon scares are cancelled

Coronavirus Job Retention 
Scheme will finish at the 
end of next month

THE end of furlough payments 
next month will have an impact on 
people in West Lancashire, 
according to the borough's MP. 

Rosie Cooper has criticised the gov- 
ernment’s “blanket approach" to 
withdrawing the support scheme, 
which has been in place since March 
and will finish at the end of Octo- 
ber. 

The government and Chancellor Rishi Sunak 
has repeatedly ruled out an extension of the fur- 
lough payments, claiming it can't "carry on 
indefinitely". 

Since March, the Coronavirus Job Retention 
Scheme has paid 8096 of the wages of workers 
placed on leave, up to a maximum of £2,500 a 
month. 

The government has already started to wind 
down the process, and from the start of Septem- 
ber companies using the scheme are now having 
to contribute to workers' wages. 

Rosie Cooper believes different approaches are 
needed depending on the industry. So those in 
retail or aviation will need continued support 
after the October deadline. 

Tens of thousands of job losses have already 
been announced across the UK and more 
redundancies are expected in these sectors, yet

they have received no tailored sup- 
port. 

MP Cooper said: “My West Lan- 
cashire constituents need to have confidence 
that the government is on their side, looking out 
for their needs and is providing specific support 
to the industries and communities we have here, 
from manufacturing to agriculture and from 
urban to rural. 

"The north west is at risk of feeling deeper 
consequences of the recession and Ministers 
need to ensure they are considering all areas 
and industries when announcing changes to 
schemes like furlough or introducing new 
schemes, to ensure they are for the benefit of the 
whole of the UK." 

The Trades Union Congress has told the gov- 
ernment not to risk a "tsunami of 
unemployment" when it ends. 

Nearly ten million people are on furlough and 
think tanks have predicted ‘Great Depression’ 
levels of unemployment, with 2.5m jobs at risk 
when the scheme ends. 


THIS year’s Farmageddon has been 
cancelled after organisers decided it 
would be “impossible” to keep visitors 
and staff safe during the pandemic. 

The popular event is held every October 
in Farmer Ted's, in Ormskirk, and attracts 
thousands of people who walk through 
haunted houses and get scared by actors 
(see picture, right). 

This is the first time in 14 years that the 
event won't be held. 

A spokesperson for Farmageddon said: 
“It is with much regret, but in the interest 
of public health and safety that 
Farmaggedon 2020 will not be opening its 
doors this coming October. 

*We feel it would be impossible to keep 
our actors and audience safe during the 
current pandemic. 

*We feel that if the event could be 


altered to meet current guidelines, even 
then we wouldn't be providing our best 
service. 

“This is the first time in 14 years that 
Farmaggedon has not brought fear and 
screams to our reaching communities 
throughout October. 

“We will be back to survive and thrive in 
2021 and look forward to hearing your 
screams.”

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Burscough Curves project needs 
to happen now as ^window of 
opportunity begins to close'

THE next few months ‘may determine’ 
whether the restoration of the Burscough 
Curves ‘becomes a reality or remains an 
eternal wish list’ - according to a councillor. 

The government recently announced a 
£500million fund to kickstart the restoration of 
railway lines closed more than 50 years ago. 

The money is hoped to reverse ‘Beeching Cuts’, 
which was a controversial plan in 1963 to 
increase the efficiency of the nationalised rail- 
way system in Great Britain. 

Burscough Curve campaigners want the re- 
instatement of 1.4 miles of track at Burscough in 
West Lancashire that once linked the Southport- 
Wigan-Manchester and Liverpool-Ormskirk-Pre- 
ston lines. 

If given the go-ahead, the line could benefit 
around 300,000 commuters, which in turn 
would benefit the local economy, creating more 
jobs and helping to boost local business. 

Southport Councillor John Pugh is calling on 
all parties to get behind a new drive to make it 
happen arguing that the window of opportunity 
is closing rapidly. 

He said: “Everyone recognises the restored 
Curves would have huge benefits to Southport in 
terms of connectivity with Manchester, Preston 
and East Lancashire - and other areas would 
undoubtedly benefit - but there’s always a huge 
gap between seeing the potential and realising 
it 


“The creation of a £500 million government 
fund to reverse Beeching Cuts is the latest and 
perhaps the last hope. The odds currently 
though are not in our favour and no-one in the 
rail industry is holding their breath on this one. 

“We have to give it our best shot and get the

government to do more than raise expectations. 
£500 million on railway projects across the 
country won't go far in reversing the Beeching 
Cuts. 

“My concern is that those new to the idea don't 
appreciate the obstacles that will be put in our 
way or even what needs doing. We in Southport 
need to smarten up and embark on a concerted 
push to stop current hopes turning into a cruel 
political tease. 

“At the moment the government seem to be 
favouring better rail links for Skelmersdale. Does 
anyone think they'll finance two big projects in 
the same corner of Lancashire? Only one of 
those helps Southport. 

"Being brutal, I think even supporters of the 
scheme sometimes have only a very vague idea 
of what the scheme is and civil servants in the 
Department of Transport will struggle to find 
Burscough on the map. We need to change that 
and quickly."

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Spinal injuries team to 
take on trek to raise 
£30k for new minibus

STAFF from the North West 
Regional Spinal Injuries Centre 
in Southport are to take on a 
sponsored trek to the Albert 
Dock in Liverpool to raise 
£30,000 for a new wheelchair- 
adapted minibus for patients. 

Organiser Craig Alty, 42, who 
works as a staff nurse for the 
spinal unit, will lead the chal- 
lenge on Wednesday, September 
16. 

The 12-strong team have 
already raised £11,570 on their 
Just Giving page, named ‘South- 
port to Liverpool Walk in aid of 
NW Regional Spinal Injuries 
Centre.’ 

It will take around seven-eight 
hours, via Birkdale, Formby, 
Crosby, Waterloo, Bootle, Ever- 
ton, and Liverpool city centre, 
finishing at the Albert Dock. 

They want to purchase a new 
minibus as the current one has 
been decommissioned and there 
are no funds currently set aside 
to replace it.

Craig said: “The new wheel- 
chair accessible minibus will 
enhance the rehabilitation pro- 
gramme of our spinal patients. 
Many of our patients are inpa- 
tients for months on end, and the 
minibus will help them make the 
transition of coping and learning 
new wheelchair skills in the com- 
munity. The minibus we want is a 
17-seater, converted to house 
four wheelchairs and seating. 

"Specialist rehabilitation 
healthcare for patients with 
spinal cord injury started at the 
former Promenade hospital in 
Southport in 1947, moving to 
our purpose-built, 43-bed centre 
at Southport hospital in 1991. 
We admit patients from across 


the North West, North Wales and 
the Isle of Man and have an inter- 
national recognition for 
specialist treatment for patients 
needing mechanical ventilation. 

"The NW Regional Spinal Injur- 
ies Centre supports Ше 
rehabilitation of patients with 
specialised individual pro- 
grammes designed to maximise 
the potential recovery of each 
patient. 

“As well as providing practical 
help such as getting them to the 
dentist and eye tests, the mini- 
bus plays a vital role taking 
patients on day trips, attending 
home visits with our occupa- 
tional therapists, and enabling 
patients to participate in the 
annual Inter Spinal Games at 
Stoke Mandeville Stadium. 

“Patients can be with us for 
many months, and any of the 
above may be a patient’s first 
experience outside a hospital 
environment since their spinal 
injury, so this is especially 
important to their well-being as 
it helps each patient to reinteg- 
rate with society - and also have 
the confidence to do so.

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Fresh chapter for libraries 
as two more reopen in 
West Lancs but with new 
safety measures in place

TWO more libraries in West Lancashire are 
due to reopen today (Wednesday, September 
9). 
Lancashire County Council will open 15 more 
libraries, which includes Tarleton and Parbold. 

They will join Ormskirk and Skelmersdale lib- 
raries, which have already opened. 

County Councillor Peter Buckley, Lancashire 
County Council's cabinet member for community 
and cultural services, said: “I’m delighted that we 
are now able to welcome our customers back into 
more of our libraries. 

“We are cautiously making our way back to nor- 
mal and taking a phased, step-by-step approach 
to our libraries reopening. We are also making 
more of our services available in the libraries as 
well. I'm sure that our customers will appreciate 
not having to make an appointment to visit their 
library soon, or to use a computer.” 

The opening times of Ormskirk апа 
Skelmersdale Libraries have now reverted to their 
usual Monday to Saturday hours. Libraries will 
close for lunch from 1-2pm. 

Customers will also be able to browse and bor- 
row without an appointment in all the reopened 
libraries. 

As there is still a limit on how many people can 
come into a building at any one time because of 
social distancing, customers may have to queue. 

Public computers will also be available to cus- 
tomers. 45 minute sessions will be available 
starting on the hour, on a first come, first served 
basis.

County Councillor Buckley added: “I’m grateful 
for everyone’s patience and understanding, and 
I'd ask everyone to keep an eye on our website 
and social media channels where we will 
announce further details of more libraries 
reopening.” 

During their visit, customers will be required to 
wear a face covering. Children under 11 will not 
be required to cover their faces. Children under 
12 must be accompanied by an adult. 

When visiting the library, customers will be 
asked to provide their name and contact details 
to support the NHS Test and Trace system. 

Anyone wanting to return books can do this by 
placing them in the returned books container at 
the entrance of the libraries that are open. Books 
will be quarantined for 72 hours before they are 
re-shelved.

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Proposed 
cycle lane 
*will set 
motorists 
against 
cyclists? 


PLANS for a new cycle lane near the town 
centre in Ormskirk will ‘set motorist against 
cyclist and not deliver the increase in cycling 
hoped for,’ claims a ward councillor. 

The proposal by Lancashire County Council is to 
improve the footpaths and create dedicated cycle 
lanes along St Helens Road and Ruff Lane as well 
as changing the design of the traffic lights to make 
it easier for cyclists to cross safely from Ruff Lane 
to St Helens Road. 

Ruff Lane would be made one way to all vehicles 
between Knowsley Road and St Helens Road, but 
would be kept two way for cyclists. 

However, councillor Adrian Owens believes the 
proposed cycle lane does not stretch enough and 
‘ends abruptly.’ 

He believes more should be done to extend the 
cycle lane in a bid to address local traffic problems 
and create better links in the town centre. 

He said: “Money was made available by Edge 
Hill ten years ago as a result of building on the 
campus for a cycle route from the town centre to 
Edge Hill. 

“This project has the potential to address the 
speeding traffic issues on Ruff Lane with traffic 
calming and see a project that brings benefits to 
the whole community which is what many of us 
have been promoting. 

“Instead, in these latest plans, Ruff Lane from 
Knowsley Road to the university is completely 
ignored. The route terminates abruptly. Officers 
say the project is to be phased but there is no vision 
for the Ruff Lane phase of the project and no cer- 
tainty that funds will be available. 

“People will not be encouraged to get on two 
wheels by a partial route with gaps at either end 
and especially with the daily dangers to cyclists 
from speeding vehicles on Ruff Lane. 

“This partial project risks delivering the sort of 
‘cycle lane to nowhere’ seen elsewhere that doesn't 
get used, doesn’t increase cycling and sets motorist 
against cyclist in a most unhelpful way.” 

Councillor David Evans, portfolio holder for 
Planning, said: “The scheme would really benefit 
cyclists and walkers and it would be part of a series 
of measures that we hope will encourage more res- 
idents and visitors to leave their cars at home and 
enjoy Ormskirk and the rest of the borough by cyc- 
ling and walking, which will be good for their 
health and improve air quality in the town.”
